Wolani (Wodani) is a Papuan language spoken by about 5,000 
people in the Paniai lakes region of the Indonesian province of 
Papua. It is related to the Moni, Ekari, Auye, and Dao languages and 
may be related to the Dani languages. Documentation is quite 
limited.
